Here, after vain- 
ly attempting to bore through the steel 
door of the safe, which stood under a 
lighted gas jet in plain view of the 
street, they managed to pry the com-

through the small opening left manip- 
ulated the bolts and levers %o as to re- 
lease the lock. 


The only theory on which the po-

Take the average Mexican of the 
poorer classes and you may hear from 
his Hps hair-raising stories of ghosts 
and fairies and devils. 
He will tell 
you of the rare qualities of many ani- 
mals, plants and stones, of the things 
you can do and those you cannot do 
on certain days of the week or the 
month, and. finally, he will Invite you 
to make the sign of the cross to drive 
away the devils and the ghosts that 
may have been attracted by the con- 
versation you have had. 


From their earliest childhood the 
peons are taught to make the sign 
of the cross before going to sleep at 
night and before touching the floor 
with their toes in the morning. Maid- 
ens, until they become brides, are 
urgfed by their 'mothers to put their 
shoes point against point under their 
bed at night to bring happy dreams, 
and this will even enable them to 
converse with the Virgin during their 
sleep. 


When dressing, the right shoe (nev- 
er the left) Is ^put on first. The but- 
tons of the suit are buttoned upward, 
that is, starting with the lowest and 
ending at the top. 
This is to signi- 
fy that we are very low here in this 
earthly planet, 'but that during the 
day we -will try to go upward.

Slogan Sounded 250 Years 
Ago—In- 
ternational 
Rate the 
Climax, 


It is almost exactly 250 years since 
the slogan "A Penny Poet" was first 
sounded. 
The penny pQSt became a 


fact throughout the United Kingdom 
only sixty-eight years ago. 
In the 
United 
States the 
people obtained 
that rate on h letter only twenty- 
five years ago. 
As that levent oc- 
curred on October 1, 1SS3» the eg- 
tabllshment last Thursday in a very 
quiet manner of a penny i>ost he- 
tAveen Great Britain and the United 
Statics was in reality not only a most 
fitting 
but an lepoch making cele- 
l»ration of the reduction of internal 
letter postage to two cents. 
It is 
believed hat only a few years will 
elapse before this rate will be adopt- 
ed 'between many countries. 


Reductions and 
improMements In 
postal rates have been obtained only 
by ccnstant battling. 
It has -required 
broad-minded men wiring to sacrifice 
money and time to obtain the Inesti- 
mable boon of inexpensive communi- 
cation in writing. 
There are a num- 
ber of little known facts connected 
with the fight of the true philan- 
thropists who have won so much for 
the development of the world's civil- 
ization. 
The struggle for tho trans- 
fer of a letter or message at a cost 
of one penny English, or two cents 
American, began in ^he days of the 
English Commonwealth. 
Charles J. 
the 
impecunious 
monarch, 
several 
years before his execution, establish- 
ed the "Letter Office in England." 
This was farmed out to Thomas With- 
erings for life, he receiving a mon- 
opoly of the carrying of letters. 
The 
charge was sixpence a letter. 
This 
was such a high price that many per- 
sons made use of other means of get- 
ting their letters to their destina- 
tion. 
Private "undertakers" 
under- 
took to perform the service at cut 
rates, and parliament, at odds with 
the king, refused to support his "let- 
ter carrier" in the latter's effortT to 
punish 
the 
"undertakers" 
hy 
Im- 
prisonment. 
Ten 
years 
later 
the 
"undertakers'' w^ere still a thorn in 
the flesh, and the offlclaj letter car- 
rier and another "did in ryotous man- 
ner. with swords ami other weapons, 
by force break into the house, where 
the Goods and Letters of the Under- 
takers were, and thrust their servants 
out of doors; and after threatening 
speeches and many more outrages, 
restraygned these undertakers from 
receiving Letters."—New York

TO TUBERCULOSIS. 


Philadelphia Scientist* Daelaf* 
th« DiMaso Afftct* Both Milt* 
•nd Moral*. 


Tnat Insanity, criminal ana immor- 


al tendencies, idiocy or an entire re- 
versal of the previous mental poise 
and moral standard are condition* 
that may accompany tuberculosis 
either in its incipient or chronic 
stages science has now asserted to b« 
a certainty. 


Dr. Lawrence F. Flick, ezpert tu- 


berculosis physician, and Dr. D. J. 
McCarthy, expert criminologist, have 
just made known remarkable discov- 
eries that have resulted from inves- 
tigations they have been making for 
several years at the Kenry Phipps In- 
stitute for the treatment, study and 
prevention of tuberculosis. 


According to the new discovery, it 


Is said by the physicians, even devout 
persons may become immoral, honest 
men turn thieves, optimists become 
pessimists and healthy minded men 
become almost inebriates with little 
or no sense of moral responsibility. 
And these conditions may -.ake place 
long before any sign of tuberculosis 
is apparent. 


Dr. McCarthy is not yet wining to 


state positively to science the cause 
of this change in mental condition; 
He thinks it is not so much that the 
tubercle bacilli attack the brain tis- 
sues, as that it is due to the produc- 
tion of menial and nervous exhaus- 
tion consequent upon ihe ailment. 


"Loss of sleep is an important fac- 


tor," Dr. McCarthy says, "but it may 
also be due to either a lack of prop- 
er blood supply to the braia or by 
interference with tae functions of the 
heart. 


'"The impoverished state of the 


blood is partly responsible for the de- 
lusions and hallucinations experienced 
by so many tuberculosis patients. 
Dreams assume- such real proportions 
in the patient's mind that they often 
regard them as communicated from 
heaven. 


"A. case under my pc-rsonal obser- 


vation for years showed delusions ac- 
companied by various homicidal at- 
tempts. Another case was that of a 
man •who developed insanity almost 
a year before tuberculosis made its 
first appearance. Tet an autopsy af- 
ter death showed that the lung dis- 
ease had begun before the insanity 
symptoms showed themselves. 


"Patients sometimes insist that 


they are able to see and speak •with 
relatives who have long been d'ead. 
While in the House of Rest, in New- 
York City, one man, who subsequent- 
ly became one of our patients, insist- 
ed that poison was being placed in 
his food. He attempted to assault 
and threatened to kill the superin- 
tendent. 


"Still another patient claimed that 


lie was in the habit of receiving com- 
munications from his father, whom 
we afterward found had b'een dead 
for several years. Another insisted 
that his dead father came to his room 
at all hours of the day and night and 
wrote messages on the walls by 
means of a piece .of straw. 


"Another victim saw queer pic- 


tures when awake and one woman 
•was continually calling our attention 
to a procession of people dressed all 
in white which seemed to appear con- 
stantly before her."

That insanity, criminal ana immor- 
al tendencies, idiocy or an entire re- 
versal of the previous mental poise 
and moral standard are conditions 
that 
may 
accompany 
tuberculosis 
either in 
its 
inclpiont 
or 
chronic 
stages science has no^ asserted to b® 
a certainty. 


Dr. Lawrence F. Flick, expert tu- 
berculosis physician, and Dr. D. J. 
McCarthy, expert criminologist, have 
Just made known remarkable discov- 
eries that have resulted from Inves- 
tigations they have been making for 
several years at the Henry Phlpps In- 
stitute for the treatment, study and 
prevention of tuberculosis. 


According to the new discovery, it 
is said by the physicians, oven devout 
persons may become immoral, honest 
men turn thieves, optimists become 
pessimists and healthy minded men 
become almost Inebriates with little 
or no sense of moral responsibility. 
And these conditions may '.ake place 
long before any sign of tuberculosis 
is apparent. 


Dr. McCarthy Is not yet willing to 
state positively to science the cause 
of this change in mental condition; 
Hó thinks it Is not so m'uch that the 
tubercle bacilU attack the brain tis- 
sues, as that it is due to the produc- 
tion of mental and nervous exhaus- 
tion consequent upon the ailment. 


''Loss of sleep is an important fac- 
tor," Dr. McCarthy says, "but it may 
also be due to either a lack of prop- 
er blood supply to the brain or by 
Interference with the functions of the 
heart. 


"The 
Impoverished 
state of tho 
blood is partly responsible for the de 
lusions and hallucinations experienced 
by so 
many 
tuberculosis 
patients 
Dreams assume such real proportions 
in the patient's mind that they often 
regard them as communicated from 
heaven. 


"A case under my personal obser 
vation for years showed delusions ac 
companied by various homicidal at- 
tempts. 
Another case was that of a 
man who developed insanity almost 
a year before tuberculosis made its 
first appearance. 
Yet an autopsy af- 
ter death showed that the lung dis 
ease had begun before the Insanity 
symptoms showed themselves. 


"Patients 
sometimes 
insist 
that 
they are able to see and speak with 
relatives who have long been d'ead 
While in the House of Rest, In New 
York City, one man, who subsequent- 
ly became one of our patients, insist- 
ed that poison was being placed 
in 
his food. 
He attempted to assault 
and threatened to kill the superin- 
tendent. 


"Still another patient claimed that 
he was in the habit of receiving com- 
munications from his father, whom 
we afterward found had been dead 
for several years.

that his dead father came to his room

"Another victim saw 
queer 
pic- 
tures when awake and one woman 
was continually calling our attention 
to a procession of people dressed all 
In white which seemed to appear con- 
stantly before her."

A DYING MAN'S RECORD. 


The first explorers to perish on the 
Ice cap of Greenland were 
Mylius 
Erichsen and his two comrades, in 
November last. 
The earlier report 
that they had drifted on an ice floe 
away from the east coast was inac- 
curate. 
Here are the facts as given 
by the surviving members of the ex- 
pedition upon their arrival in Den- 
mark; 


In the spring of last year Erichsen 
started from his winter quarters in 
latitude 7C degrees 40 minutes, where 
his ship v/as in harbor, to explore tho 
unknown northeast coast of Green- 
land. 
He had ten sledges, divided 
among four sledging parties. 
Tlio 
work was succeMbfully achieved, the 
northeast coast was outlined and was 
found to extend much further to the 
east than had been expected. 


Three of the sledge parties 
re- 
turned to the ship, but the fourth 
party, 
consisting 
of Erichsen, 
the 
commander, and Lieutenant 
Hagen 
and JMr. Bronlund, did not come back. 
Several parties were sent out to hunt 
for the missing men, but it was not 
until last spring that definite news of 
their fate was obtained. 


Erichsen and his two comrades had 
remained behind on the north coast 
to complete 
some 
details of their 
work. 
Bad weather set in and they 
•were detained until late in the sum- 
mer, when they set out over the high 
Ice cap of Greenland to regain their 
vessel. 
Their fate was revealed in 
a remarkable manner. 


One of the search parties in March 
last reached a crevice In the ice in 
which ihey found the body of Bron- 
lund. 
Near the body were sketcnes 
showing the results of the final ex- 
plorations, and ih% dying man

The usual method of preserving cut 
flowi^rs in a condition of freshness is 
to dissolve small amounts of ammoni- 
um chloride, potassium nitrate, sodium 
earbonpte, oi* camphor in the water 
Into which t h e stems a r e inserted. 
The presence of one or oih=»r of these 
drugs keeps the flowers from losing 
their turgidity by stimulating the cells 
to action 
and by oppoamg 
germ 
growth. 
Flowers that

willed are said to quickly revive il 
the stems are inserted in a weak cam- 
phor water,

Twelve 
years ago. iu N>w York City» the war 
against tuberculosis was set on foot 
by the adoption ^ f a system of par- 
tially voluntary and partially compul- 
sory notification of the health depart- 
ment in c'ases of tuberculosis. 
Public 
Institutions 
M'cre required to report 
cases coming under their supervision 
aud private physicians were requested 
to do so. 
Under this provision the de- 
partment of health carried on the work 
for three and a half years, and then 
adopted in 1897 regulations requiring 
notification in all cases. A system of 
notification is tho primo requisite in 
fighting 
the disease. 


The health department has propared 
maps of the city showing every house., 
and on these maps are plotted every 
case of death from tuberculosis. 
Thus 
the centres of infection are reached, 
and with the aid of the tenement house 
department conditions that give rise to 
the disease are remedied. 
Tlie health 
department, as soon as it receives no- 
tice of a death from tuberculosis, un- 
dertakes the most thorough kind of fu- 
migation of tlie premises, or, under 
pi'oper safeguards, delegates the duty 
to the care of the physician if he is 
reliable. 
Each year sees the lines of 
this pi^iventive work drawn more ef- 
fectively.—Public Opinion.
